Poe is a specialist In sensations. He 
is lavish of colors and sounds, odors 
and tastes and he is tinglingly alive to 
the emotional quality of each. What- 
ever caresses the senses, whatever ap- 
peais to them keenly—even to the sense 
of smell—he delights to report. “The 
senses were oppressed,” he tells us in 
one place, “by mingled and conflicting
